It is not a sacrilegions
w;mrk intentionally, vet, with all his landable
desire, we fear the author has rather tendsd to
bring the great mysterlea treated of down to
the level of the earth, It iz well written, and
is a proof of what can be accomplished by self-
education, To it are appended some poems,
gimple in metre, and by no means inferior. It
is cheaply published, and may do good, al-
thoogh we have onr doubts.

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— Apparently the Pall Mall Gazelic keeps a
literary deteotive, whose knowledge of worth-
lese movals s most extenkive. Within i little
while he has run down four or five literary
thieves and venders of stolen goods, but never
any ons of them with more skill or with
greater xest thap e has ghown in his recent
capture and conviction of Miss M, E, Braddon.
Ho seems to have worked up the case with
enthosiasm, and taken a redl delight In his
snceess. First he showed very uuuaiusiwly
that a novel lately published in Delyravia,
under the title of “Circe,” was stolen bedily
from Octave Feuillet, whose drama of Dalila
had beem almost lterally translated by the
““Mr. Dabington White' who,
said, wrote “‘Circe.'! This exposure was made
on the 10th of September. He pursues the
subject on the 17th, asetting a trap into which,
on the 20th, Miss Braddon unsuspectingly
falls—that is to say, after the theft is exposed
on the 16th, the detective writes a letter pur
porting to come from Miss Braddon, in whioh
that lady is made to offer to return to her
subgeribers the money pald for those numbers
of Belgravia in which “Circe” had appeared,
The letter iz amusingly like what a person of
Miss DBraddon's sort might write when re-
golved on doing a magnanimons thing regard-
loss of attendant expenses. It called out a
note really writtem by her, and which reads as
follows:—

""Miss Hraddon presents her complimonts to
the oditor of the Pall Mall Gaseile, nnd bogs to
inform him that the lotter purporting to bo
written by her, which appears in his paper of
the 17(h instant, Is & forgery.”

Whickh was all the forger wanted, for in an
editorial comment on the lady's note she gets
a stroke from a rod which evidently had been
two or three days in pickle for her;—

“The forged letler was oneé In which Miss
Braddon waus made to express an honorable
regret that the readers ol Belgravia should
have been imposed npon by & novel stolen from
the Freneh."”

Miss Braddon, it s to be obaerved, says no-
thing in this note of Mr. “Babington White,"
whom Mr. “Chesterton Smith” (our detective
again) guesses in another letter to the editor
to be a mythical character—non.existent, like
Mrs, Gamp's Mrs. Harris. It is to be cons
cluded, as is said by the CGazefts correspon-
dent, I, 7T.," whom we suppose to be onr
detective in still another disguise, that Mr.
Balington White is no other than Miss M. E.
Braddon, who, ua “T, T." points out, hLas
already stolen M, Feydeau’s “Madame Bovary'!
and passed it off as her own under the name
of “The Dootor's Wife.” Unfortunately,
Misa Braddon's andience is such that ghe is
hardly injured by a conviction for larceny.
But her fate may wam others. If it does not,
our novelista will get to be as bad as onr dra-
matists have long been, who no longer think
it in the least disgraceful to steal French plays,
And we hope, doubtingly, that this exposure
may possibly damage the fortunes of Miss Brad-
don’s Belgravia. Itis as much the fashion now-
adays for a celebrated or notorious mnovalist to
sel up o magazine as for a successful pugilist
to set up & sporting house, where he gathers
aronnd him a profitable cirola of the frignds
whom his arduous professional labors have
pleased. So we lLave magazines which are
mainly filled with trash from wunknown
writers, becansa they contain a5 the takin
part of thair contents some chaptera of a nove
by some favorite htnl’j‘-hjnn.‘r, or, A3 we feel in-
olined to say, becanse they contain soms trash
by too well-known guthors. It is a vom&_jﬂ'
to think that against this rage for jmagazine
reading there must soon be a reaction. Wa
have really almost a plague of magazines. But
there are people who will not read books.—
N. Y. Nation.
